Hope's obvious goal for 1950 is 


to cross the 10.000-population line: 
All indices point to the probability 
that we will do so. We had an 
official population of 7,475 in .1940. 
and the last several .censuses have 
shown a consistent 25 per cent gain 
each 10-year period— which would 
mean 10.000 in 1950. Every other 
index points to a present total of 
between 10,000 and 11,000. But we 
want to make sure that this level 
of population is verified when the 
1951) count comes around.

And that's the No. 1 economic 
goal of local citizens in the months 
to come.

side the abdomen. When normal,

prepared by these pancreatic cells. 
Sugar is no longer burned up satis- 
factorily, and some of it spills over 
through the kidneys and is elimi- 
nr4ed in the urine.

ment is to prevent the 
loss of 


rugar in the urine. Sometimes this 
less can be prevented merely by 
adjusting the diet, especially by 
reducing sweets and starches or 
carbohydrates.
